STRIKE AT YARDS. 
Labor Leaders Say No: More 
Men Will Be Called Out 
‘This Weck. 


| HOPING FOR SETTLEMENT 


Head of Hammond Company Says 
Trouble Is Over, Arbitra- 
tion Not Wanted. 


No general spread of the strike of cattle 
butchers is expected by labor leaders before 
the firet of next week. Every effort will be 
made by President Donnelly to bring about 
an atmicable settlement of the strike at the 
Hammond plant, started because of alleged 
discrimination against union men, but that 
serious trouble is posaible was admitted last 
night by those In authority. It is dependent 
upon the eutoome at the Hammond plant. 

Overtures on the of the state board of 
arbitration to ald in the settlement of the 
trouble were .repuleed yesterday by Presi- 
dent Samuel A. McOlean of the National 
Packing company. 

“We are in no need of the services ef the 
board,” President McClean told Chairman 
Geiger. There is no strike as far as we are 
concerned. We are doing business. Today 


in fifteen expert butchers from Kansas City

It was said by the union men at the yards, 
however, that eleven cattle only were kilied 
during the day, and that the new men were 
being unionized.

BOARD DECIDES READING OF LIPS 


tablish Chair at Normal School for 
Training Instructers to Use the 
Method—Victory for Opponents of 
Combined aud Sign Systems—New 
Committees for the Year Appointed 
by President Mark. 


After three hours of debate the board of 
education last night teok the final steps 
toward establishing a chair at the normal 
school for the training of teachers for the 
deaf in the oral method. They indorsed the 

mmendation of the school management 
committee creating the new department, pro- 
vided for the absorptien of the MeCpwen 
school, and for the taking over of pupils and 
teacher’. 


The trustees, worn out by oratorical argu- 
menta, finished the much discussed 


tion just the other side of midnight, and had 


substantial cause to call it Thankagiving day. 


Miss McCowen to Have Charge. 
Miss Mary MceCowen, supervising prigcipal 
of the Geaf schools in Chicago, was elected 
head of the new deparement in the normal 
school. Her salary, which the committee 
recommended be $2,500, was reduced to $2,000 
by an amendment. Miss Cornelia Bingham 
will become assistant at a salary of $1,500, a 
reduction of $500 from the committee report. 

The hers of the McOowen school will 
be given certificates to teach in the deaf 
schools of the city, the pupils of the McCewen 
school will be admitted te the city schools, 
and suitable architectural changes will be 
made at the normal school to house the new 
department. 

Victory for the Oral Method. 5 

The action of the board was taken as a 
victory for the oral method of instruction for 
the deaf, as it had been opposed by support- 
ers of the combined and the sign method.

He produced a fifty foot roll of paper 
filled with signatures of persons opposing the 
ora] method.

Trustee Duddleston Discomfited. 

“Are the people who sign your petition pa- 
rents of pupils in the deaf schools?” asked 
Trustee White. 

Mr. Duddleston looked as if a new idea 
had occurred to him suddenly. 

“I don't know,” he said, retiring to his 
seat. The statement of Mr. Cooley was al- 
lowed to stand.

O’Ryan attacked the proposition. The value 
of the McCowen school, which it was pro- 
posed to turn over, whs questioned.

HAGUE TRIBUNAL SAVED BY THE. 
PRESIDENT’S EFFORTS. 


Baren 4@’Estournelies de Constant in 
Address at Thanksgiving Banquet 
at the American Club in Paris De- 
clares That but for the Chief Magis- 
trate of the United States the Nations 
ef Europe Would Have Ignored the 
International Court. 


PARIS, Nov. 23.—President Roosevelt's 
service in behalf of world wide peace was 
the subject of an eloquent tribute by Baron 
d' Estournelles de Constant at the American 
club's Thanksgiving Hanquet here tonight. 

He said the United States had within the 
last three years given. Europe remarkable 
evidence of its power in €haping events 
which constitute the world’s advancement. 

When The Hague tribunal had been almost 
forgotten and intentionally ignored, Preai- 
dent Roosevelt brought it back to life by re- 
ferring to it the Mexico-California case (the 
Pius claim). Statesmen of Europe considered 
this asa chimerical effort to resuscitate The 
Hague tribunal, but it speedily led to the 
submission of the more important case of 
Great Britain, Germany, and Italy against 
Venezuela. 

The Hague court, thus saved, made steady 
progress, the latest result being the submis- 
sion of the Anglo-Russian crisis to arbitra- 
tion. | 

Baron d' Estournelles de Constant, after 
graphically portraying the horrors of the 
war in the far east, declared that the en- 
lightened policy of the United States gave 
hopes that even the great tragedy will be 
stopped. He closed with a toast to the suc- 
cess of President Roosevelt's proposition for 
a second meeting of The Hague conference.

Washington, D. C. Nov. 23.—Yellow fever 
bas broken out in Cuba and the United States 
by authority ef the Platt amendment has | 
taken prompt steps te prevent an epidermis | 
in the island. 

The state department today directea the 
American chargé at Havana to call the at- 
tention of the Cuban government to the 
frightful sanitary conditions in Santiago and 
other places in Cuba, and to express the hcpe 
that prompt and thorough relief will be forth- 
coming. 

A recent resort :eceived here shows the 
serious condition of the strecss in Santiago. 
It is stated that there is practically no drain- 
age and that water is allowed to stand in 
the streets for days at a time. . 

It was said tonight that the communica- 
tion of the state department to the Cuban 
government regarding the sanitary condi- 
tions is most emphatic in character and is 
Intended to impress the Cuban government 
with the desire of this government for an 
immediate remedying cf this condition. 


Cuban Officials in Denial. 

Cuban government today officially denied the 
reports of yellow fever in Cuba. The de- 
nial was given out through the Cuban con- 
sul genera! in this city, who issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

I have received today a cable from the 
Cuban government, in which it is denied that 
there are four cases of yel.ow fever in Cuba. 
There is only one case in Cuba at the pres- 
ent time, and that was imported. This case 
was reported in Santiago province on a lit- 
tle island called Punta Sal. This case did 
not amount to anything on account of the 
energetic measures taken by the sanitary 
department of the government.”

President, in Message, Which

Large Navy to Main- 
tain World Amity.

Hay demanded they should do. 

President Roosevelt Will be entirely justi- 
fied if Ke sees fit to congratulate the nation 
that these splendid results were obtained 
without in any way entangling the United 
States with either combatant or with other 
European nations. 


Preach Sermon of Peace. 

Thus in the face of a great war the mortal- 
ity of which has shocked the civilized world, 
the président, although himself a fighter by 
disposition and by training, will be enabled to 
preach a sermon of peace such as has been 
heard from few presidents since the founda- 
tion of the republic. It will give tone to the 
entire message, and in those portions of his 
report to congress which concern distinctive- 
ly American aflairs the same 
dominant. 


When congress met last year the revolution 


on the isthmus had but just been accom- 
plished. Panama bad declared itself to be 
independent and had been recognized as such 
by many nations, though not by all. The re- 
public of Colombia, wever, from which 
Panama had seceded, was preparing an 
armed force to recapttire the isthmus.

May Point with Pride to Isthmus.

today is absolutely peace ful from ocean to 
ocean and that the commission appointed 
by direction of congress under special su- 
pervision of the secretary of war himself is 
now engaged in maklag preliminary plans 
for the actual building of the great canal. 

By the terms of the trea negotiated by 
the United States and the republic of Pan- 
ama, ted since the opening of the 
last session of congress, thie canal is dedi- 
cated to peaceful commerce ond its neutrality 
ie guaranteed by the Umited States, a guar- 
antee which could not be enforced, as the 
president will suggest, except through pos- 
session by the United States of an adequate 
naval force.

NAVY NEEDS MORE OFFICERS: 
NOT HALF ENOUGH NOW. 


Rear Admiral Converse Urges Congress 
to Provide for Nearly Double the 
Number Now in Service. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 23.— How badly off 
the navy is officers and how seriously this 
condition may affect the navy and the nation 
is plainly told in the annual report of Rear 
Admiral George A. Converse, chief of the 
bureau of navigation, approved by Secretary 
Morton today. 

Admiral Converse recommends that the 
number of lieutenants be increased from 350 
to 600 and that the number of lieutenant 
commanders be increased from 200 to 300. 

“It is especially desirable, the admiral 
says, that every battleship and other pow- 
erful vessel requiring the greatest skill and

Fox, superintendent of the citizens’ street 
leaning bureau, apparently bore out this 
popular misconception. 
Mx. Fox, however, was wrongly d 
He did not say that 40 per cent of the refuse 
of this city could be sold. He said that 
m New York about 40 per cent of the mis- 
~-cellaneous waste was utilized. As this item 
» 6f miscellaneous waste is but 7 per cent of 
the total refuse, it can be seen that Mr. Fox 
Was seriously misinterpreted. It was not 
| ‘his intention to emphasize the financial 
id waste in Chicago's method of disposing of 
. ite refuse so much as to show the need of a 
comprehensive system to fit the local condi- 
tions. This was the point which TRE Tris- 


vnn wished to make. 
= FIRE DRILL IN SCHOOLS. 
It is difficult to believe the report in a 
morning paper to the effect that more than 
half of the principals of Chicago schools 
“have no fire drills of pupils, and that of the 
— other principals a number do not give the 
matter due attention. This is amazing, be- 
baus the men and women who have charge 
of the Chicago schools have been given 
erscht for more than average intelligence. 
It eannot be assumed that they are ignorant 
of the often demonstrated advantage of pre- 
paring children in schools or asylums by 
frequent drill, so that a sudden alarm of 
Are may not throw them into a panic and 
cost them their lives. Hardly a month goes 
by without a report of a fire in a schoolhouse 
ahd the escape of all the children because 
they had been taught what to do in such 
an emergency. | 
There is an ordinance which makes it 
ligatory on principals to have drills twice 
a month. It is strange that those persons 
who are usually such sticklers for obedience 
and subordination should venture to disobey 
the peremptory order of a superior. That 
is not the kind of example they should give 
their pupils. 
This is a matter in which parents may 
“properly interest themselves. Indeed, they 
should give it immediate attention. The 
fire drills are an essential part of their chil- 
+ dren’s education which they should insist 
oon. They will be quite justified in demand- 
ing the removal of any principals who are 
deaf to the city ordinance, common sense, 
and humanity. " 


THROWING A TUB TO THE WHALE. 
A revision of the drawback law, such as 
the secretary of the treasury offers as a sub- 
= stitute for tariff revision, will enable manu- 
facturers who use certain imported dutiable 
raw materials to enlarge their sales in for- 
eien markets, but will not enable them to 
gel more cheaply in home markets. It is 
we to aid those manufacturers, but that is 
not enough. 
As the law stands the man who can show 
g to the satisfaction of treasury officials the 
: quantity of foreign dutiable materials used 
_ by him in goods he exports gets a drawback 
of 99 per cent of the duty. That is a simple 
matter in the case of à tanner who buys 
Argentine hides and converts them into 
leather which he exports. It is not a simple 
matter with the shoemaker who may use 
in each pair of shoes he exports a little of 
the leather made out of those hides. The 
process of “identification” of that leather 
is not an easy one. 

Why not repeal the duty on hides alto- 
‘gether, and thus cheapen leather for Ameri- 
cans as well as foreigners? The only bene- 
ficiaries of the duty are the great packers. 
It was imposed to pleare the cattle raisers, 
Who thought it would help them. They 
sowed and others reap. 

The drawback provisions of the tariff act 
may well be liberalized, but that will not be 
xvevision. That will not be aiding the 
Zonsumers. That will not be striking atthe 
trusts and pools which will sell cheap 
abroad and sell high at home while the 
tariff is unrevised. The rail pool, which is 
lad to sell steel rails abroad at from $16 
to $21 a ton, charges $28 a ton for them at 
Thome, because there is a duty of $7.84 a 
ton. Whatever amount ms taken off the duty 
“will be taken off the price asked railroads 
for rails. 

The suggestion of drawback revision is 
merely throwing a tub to the whale. It is 
an effort to get the popular mind away from 
tariff revision. It will not work. The con- 
sumers are thinking of their own grievous 
burdens due to certain monstrous features 
of the tariff rather than of the restrictions 
it imposes on some men who use imported 
materials in making goods for export. 
Those men would be pleased to see tariff 


revision confined to them. The manufac- 


turers who use alcohol are anxious to have 


+ the tax taken off it when employed for their 


purposes, They would be content to have 
tariff revision stop there. What is demand- 
ed, and must be had, is revision for the bene- 
fit of the whole people and not of a few 
manufacturers. 
DRAFTING A NEW CHARTER. 

Tun Tann prints in another column a 
letter from Representative Kittleman of the 
Nineteenth district, suggesting that the Cook 
county delegation should take up and diseuss 
the question of the new charter. The sug- 
gestion is an admirable one. The members 
ought to organize, appoint committees, and 
prepare for action in reference to a measure 
whose enactment will depend on their votes, 
Whatever they approve of senators and rep- 
resentatives from country districts will vote 
for, The Cook county men should be thor- 
oughly familiar with all the provisions of a 
new charter or charters, so that they may 


their constituents. 

The delegation cannot brightly transfer its 
powers and duties to any extra-official body 
of private citizens. Clubs are social organ- 
izations. They have no special mandate or 
commission from the people to draft charters 
or perform other political duties. 

Nor are they particularly qualified to act 
in this case. They do not in any special de- 
gree command the confidence of the people 
when they attempt to exercise political func- 
tions. A draft of a charter proceeding from 
a number of clubs, instead of having any 
great authority, will be closely scrutinized 
by many unfriendly critics and may en- 
counter prejudices that will interfere seri- 
ously with its enactment. 

The proper persons to draft municipal 
charters are those who are elected by the 
people to pass on questions of the kind— 
to enact and to administer those charters. 
Tue Trisuns will have more confidence in 
whatever measure is drafted by members of 
the legislature, the aldermen, and city off- 
cials than in one prepared by any extra- 
official body, however high the social stand- 
ing of its members may be. 

The people of Chicago and Cook have no 
inclination to accept a charter handed down 
to them fromon high. They believe that the 
men elected by them to represent them in the 
legislature and the council are competent to 
perform a duty of this kind. Their experi- 
ence is wider than that of the members of 
the social organizations which are claiming 
the right to frame a charter. Men elected to 
official positions are quite as disinterested, 
quite as industrious, and they seem to have 
the confidence of the people in as high a 
degree as men not so elected. The fact that 
members of the legislature and council and 
city officials have been chosen to represent 
the people in political capacities is a token 
of their right to speak with some authority 
on the question under consideration. 

The present charter was drafted thirty 
years ago by a convention of Illinois mayors 
and municipal law officers. Tue TrisuNe 
for one would like to see a new charter for 
this city drafted by men of experience—by 
the aldermen and the municipal authorities 
of Chicago and the members of the Cook 
county delegation, acting separately or to- 
gether. The men who have had to manage 
municipal affairs under the present charter 
know best its defects and what changes are 
needed to simplify administrative machinery 
and secure greater governmental! efficiency. 
They know the practical business of govern- 
ment presumably better than most men, and 
are also better acquainted, as regards politi- 
cal subjects, with the wishes of the people, 
without whose votes no charter can be rati- 
fied 4 


At the same time there can be no objection 
te social bodies taking an interest in the 
question and submitting a draft of a charter 
if they see fit. This is a free country. Every 
Illinoisan has the right to draw a bill on any 
subject or to draft a charter or a constitu- 
tion. Doubtless there will be a multitude of 
charter projects submitted, and each one 
will be treated with the degree of respect it 
is entitled to, but none should be considered 
as having any exclusive authority or go 
before the legislature with.a special indorse- 
ment. Each should be judged strictly on its 
merits without prejudice, fear, or favor, 
and certainly without reference to the socia) 
standing or lack of it of its sponsors, au- 
thors, or framers.

In 
Vienna, however, it was well known that the 
prince was at that moment engaged in an 
exceedingly bitter war, not only with his 
creditors but also with his family, who 
have objected, not without reason, to the 
extravagance at cards which nas brought 
temporary ruin upon their house. 

The prince in question, it must be thor- 
oughly understood, is not the diplomat cele- 
brated as Austrian ambassador at 
during the reign of Napoleon III.. and who 
press Eugenie from the es, W 
latter was invaded by the mob after the 
fall of the empire. This Prince Richard 
Metternich died without leaving any son. 

— 

The present prince, Paul by name, is his 
only surviving brother, and is married to 
Countess Melanie Zichy. He is a soldier by 
profession, though retired from the army, 
and behaved badly to his widowed sister- 
in-law, the famous Princess Pauline Metter- 
nich, at the time of his brother's death. 
Princess Pauline is so universally popular 
both in Austria and abroad that his treat- 
ment of her, especially in connection with 
the family belongings, excited much resent- 
ment at the time, so that he is finding little 
sympathy now in his misfortunes. 

Least of all, 
for him at the ’ourt of Vienna, where his 
toleration of the flirtation of his daughter, 
Princess “ Titine,’’ with the duke of Orleans, 
which caused the duchess so much distress, 
led to widespread rumors of his demand for 
the annulment of his marriage in order to 
wed the princess, and gave so much offense 
to the emperor that last winter neither the 
prince, the princess, nor their daughter were 
invited to any of the court ep at 
Vienna. 
bassador, is a son of the great Chancellor 
Metternich who contributed so much to the 
downfall of the first Napoleon in the ear 
part of the last century, and who personifi 
absolutism throughout continental Europe 
until his retirement, hrought about by the 
revolutionary movement of 1848. 


To e in this country, the news of 
Prince Metternich’s bankruptcy and being 

under curatel will be of interest 
in so far as he is the owner of some of the 
most celebrated vineyards of Europe—name- 
ly: those of Johannisberg. which produce 
that nectar known as Johannisberg wine. 
The vineyards have been in existence since 
1106, when they were planted on the slopes 
of the Johannisberg bordering the River 
Rhine by Archbishop Ruthard of Mayence. 
They remained in ecelesiastical possession for 
400 years. Then they passed into the hands 
of the princes of Massau-Orange. 

The first Napoleon gave the Johannisberg 
| with the castle and the vineyards to his fa- 
vorite Marshal Kellermann, duke of Valmy. 
and after the fall of Napoleon, Emperor 
Francis I. of Austria, with the consent of the 
allies, presented the castle and estate to his 
chancellor, the great Prince Metternich, on 
the condition that a tenth of the wine pro- 
duced each year should be turned over té the 
imperial cellars at Vienna. The vineyards 
do not extend over more than about 4,000 
acres, and, this being the case, of course 
much of the wine gold: s Jchannisberg can- 
not possibly be authentic. 


Don Carlos, bent upon making the most 
of his friendship with Pius X. when the lat- 
ter was patriarch of Venice, has just caused 
to be inserted into che wall of the Loredan 
palace, his residence on the Grand canal, 
a huge marble tablet bearing an inscription 
in big letters of gold that it was destined 
to commemorate the fact that Pius X. had 
deen a frequent and honored guest of Don 
Carlos and of the duchess of Madrid there, as 
a testimony of their veneration and affec- 
tion of his holiness, and in honor of the gol- 
den jubilee of the doctrine of the immaculate 
conception, of which he. Don Carlos, and his 
followers in Spain “ have always been the 
most ardent champions.“ 

The attempt made to associate a tribute 
to the doctrine of the .mmaculate concep- 
tion with an advertisement of the fact that 
he has been on terms of intimacy with the 
prerent pope has attracted no end of crit- 
icisin and not a little ridicule, but is, after 
all, thoroughly characteristic of Don Carlos, 
who, like most other pretenders. notably 
the duke of Orleans, Prince Victor Napoleon, 
and Gen. Francis of Bourbon, is lamentably 
lacking in tact and in delicacy. 

The late pontiff declined to hold any com- 
munication whatsoever with Don Carlos, and 
never permitted him to cross the threshold 
of the vatican. Pius X., mindful of his 
former relations with the pretender at 
Venice, has shown himself far more gracious 
and has gone to the length of receiving Don 
Carlos and his wife at the vatican with royal 
honors, but has given him thoroughly to un- 
derstand that he will not countenance any 
Carlist movement in Spain nor modify the 
attitude of his predecessor in the chair of 
St. Peter towards the present reigning family 
and dynasty of Spain. 


A feature in the present situation at St. 
Petersburg which it is well to bear in mind 
is the fact that it is the Princess Sophia 
Oberlina, the favorite niece, and one might 
almost say the adopted daughter, of the new 
minister of the interior, Prince Peter Swiato- 
polk Mirsky, who is in charge of the educa- 
tion of the little Grand Duchess Olga and 
of her small sistere The princess has been 


andra for several years, and succeeded in 
winning to such a degree the affection, the 
confidence, and the intimacy of the czarina 
that the latter placed her in charge of her 
four little girls—governesses, nurses, and 
maids being all subject to the direction of 


As long as the princess continues to hold 
this privileged position in the immediate 
entourage of Nicholas and of his consort, the 
new minister of the interior will have a pow- 
erful friend at court. For not only the em- 
press but likewise the czar spends every 
moment that he can spare with his children. 
The princess is therefore constantly in their 
society and has unrivaled opportunity for 
bringing to their notice matters to which 
it would be difficult to call their attention 
in any other way. 


The ress is entirely wrapt up in her 
little boy, who is a fine child, with black 
hair and eyes, and it has excited widespread 
comment that her face has entirely lost 
that sort of absorbed and melencholy look 
which was its dominant note, until last 
summer, Indeed, she has become complete- 
ly transformed, and rer comel'ness is still 
further increased by tho man!fest happiness 
which her expression betrays. 

The four little girls are brought up in thor- 
oughly English fashion, everything being 
regulated according to strict rules, and, in- 
deed, they are far from being spoilt chil- 
dren. The Grand Duchess Olga is said to 
be rather a handful, and to have a tendency 
towards strong temper and imperiousness, 
which is perhaps not altogether surprising 
in the eldest daughter of a czar.

| NEWS OF THE THEATERS. 
A Question of Ears. 5 


Referring to the letter from H. E. D.,“ 
published in Tun TRIBUNE yesterday morn- 
ing, in which exception was taken to the 
statement made in these columns last week 
to the effect that Burton Holmes could be 
heard in all parts of the Auditorium while 
lecturing there last Friday, it may be said 
that there is little more chance for disputing 
concerning a matter of ears than there is con- 
cerning matters of taste. It happened that 
the present writer, contrary to custom, sat 
last Friday night in the balcony at the Audi- 
torium—in the tenth row—and he had no 
difficulty whatever in following Mr. Holmes’ 
every utterance, save when an epidemic of 
coughing seized the audience or some late 
comers entered with much bustie and com- 
motion. Which probably goes to prove only 
two things: First, that the statement in the 
review was not made carelessly and without 
good grounds; and, second, that the review- 
er's ears may possibly be somewhat sharper 
than are those of H. B.D." 

It is in most cases—although not in al}—the 
fault of the patron himself when he does not 
hear well at an entertainment. The moment 
the first few words are spoken or the first 
notes sung, and the listener believes he is 
not hearing so clearly and distinctly as he 
should, he begins to tell his neighbor all about 
it. Or, if he does not begin to whisper and 
buzz, he begins to shift his position and to 
rustle about in his seat. The result is that he 
makes so much noige that not only does he 
himself not hear but all those about him are 
prevented from so doing. In the majority of 
cases, if he would sit perfectly still, pay at- 
tention, and make no noise himself, he would 
hear clearly, for the aural nerves quickly 
adapt themselves to sound if not disturbed 
and excited. That the Auditorium is a large 
place for Mr. Holmes or any other lecturer 
to speak in is granted, but its wonderful 
acoustics make lectures entirely possibile 
there, and the crowds that assembled to en- 
joy the travelogues last Friday evening and 
Saturday afternoon would seem to indicate 
that it is a desirable place for these enter- 
tainments.

| Great Women of Modern Times 


ATHBRINE DE MEDIC! was the wife 
of one king and the mother of three. 
Between her marriage in 1533 andher 
death in 15689 she lived in France 
under five reigns. She had no influ- 

ence upon the government of her father-in- 

law, Francis I., and hardty more under that 
of her husband. Henry If. She made herself 
but little felt when her son. Francie II. was 
on the throne. During the reigne of her 
sons, Charles IX. and Henry III., she was the 
real monarch of France. Had she used her 
commanding position and undoubted abili- 
ties solely for the good of the country she 
might have saved it many miseries. But 
selfish ambition, not public virtue, was th 
key to Catherine's character. She employ 
her Itallan cunning and skill in statecraft 
not for the good of France but to strengthen 
the position of herself and her sons. There- 
sult was she almost disrupted and wrecked 


however, be measured by 
standards of the present time. Her age 
was one of private licentiousness political 
intrigue, and of public crimes. It Catherine 
was no better than her age, she was no 


worse. 

Catherine was the daughter of Lorenzo de 
Medici, the magnificent and celebrated duke 
of Urbino, and was born at Florence. She 
was taken to France and married to Henry, 
second son of King Francis IL. in her four- 
teenth year. Her situation at court was a 
secondary and even precarious one, but she 
set to work with fine Italian tact to fortify 
it. She affected to shun and be ignorant of 
affairs of state. At the same time she kept 
her eyes and ears open, and soon knew more 
about them than any other woman of the 
court. The king, her father-in-law, was 
much influenced by his mistress the @uch- 
ess d’Etampes. Her own husband had for 
mistress the beautiful Diana of Poitiers, 
later duchese of Valentinos. Catherine re- 
pressed her womanly and wifely feelings and 
adroitly paid court to both of them. By the 
death of hie eldest brother Henry became 
heir to the throne. As Catherine bore him 
no children for ten years there was talk of 
divorcing her. Catherine threw herself at 
the feet of Francis I., her father-in-law, and 
professed her readiness to remain the wife 
of his son, or, if another wife were chosen, 
to be the humdlest of her attendants. The 
old kings heart was touched, he ended the 
divorce talk, and Catherine bore him grand- 
children. In fact, she had ten children, all 
weak in mind and in body. 


— 

Henry II. became king in 1547. - In his later 
years he went often to see his queen, and 
she began to give a foretaste of the part she 
was later to play. 

Henry II. died in 1559. The new king, Fran- 
cis II., a poor creature, was under the spell 
of his wife, the beautiful Mary queen of 
Scots, and she was guided by her uncles, the 
duke of Guise and cardinal of Lorraine.

She ate and drank heavily and was fat. 
which spoiled the doubtful beauty of her 
youth; but she still had brilliant black eyes 
and a fine olive complexion. She always 
joined the young king in his stag chases, and 
was a good and even reckless rider. But she 
let nothing interfere with business. She 
assumed complete management of the king 
and kingdom. The Guises and the Catholic 
party were now in the ascendam. True to 
her trimming policy, Catherine leaned to- 
ward the Protestants.

Gen. di Cesnola, who died suddenly Sun- 
Gay evening at the Hotel Seymour, New 
York, fought with distinction in three wars. 
His father was a colonel of cavalry under 
Napoleon and his mother was an Italian 
countess, He was born at Rivarolo, Pied- 
mont, Italy, Jume 29, 1882. 

At the age af 17 the young man joined 
the Sardinian army against Austria, and for 
courage on the field was given public pro- 
motion. He distinguished himself further 
in the Crimean war, and after his arrival in 
the United States im 1860 he saw much actual 
service in the civil war. He was wounded 
and captured and spent a year in Libby pris- 
on. Upon rejoining his command he was 
made a major general. He married a daugh- 
ter of Commodore Reid, U. S. N. 


Makes Valuable Art Finds. 


President Lincoln, at the close of the war, 
appointed Gen. di Cesnola consul at Cyprus. 
During 1868-06 he carried on excavations 
at Salinos and later at Goigos and Idalium. 
Subsequently he verified the sites of Paphos, 
Soli, Poli, and other settlements of Cyprus. 
His collection was purchased by the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, and in 1879 he was 
appointed director of that institution. 

Upon the discontinuance of the American 
consulate at Cyprus Gen. di Cesnola wrote 
his principal work, “ Cyprus, Its Ancient 
Cities, Tombs, and Temples.” He was given 
honors by institutions and dignitaries 
D world.

Oyster Stuffing for Turkey.—To the 
ordinary etuffing for a turkey, of dry bread 
crumbs, seasoned with parsley, thyme, and 
sweet marjoram, and moistened with melted 
butter, add two dogen small oysters, chopped 
fine, stuff the breast of the turkey with this. 


Scalloped Turkey Cut the remains of a 
cold turkey into strips an inch and a half 
; salt, pepper, and set away, covered, ina 
cold place while you make a good gravy of 
the carcass, broken to pleces, and the stuff- 
ing. with the skin and other uneatable bits 
Cover well with cold water and stew down 
slowly to half the original quantity of liquid. 
Strain and add the beaten yolke of three 
eges for two cupfuls of meat. Stir in the 
turkey. The mixture should be soft and 
well seasoned. Cover thickly with fine 
crumbs, salt and pepper, stick bite of butter 
in this crust, and e, covered, until it is 

bubbling hot. Then brown. 


Gelatin of Turkey.—Boil a turkey that 
is too tough to be served whole. Put it on in 
cold water, bring slowly to the boil, and cook 
until the meat slips from the bones. Cut it 
off while hot and let it get cold. Return the 
bones to the pot liquor and cook 
hours longer. 
strong stock after the bones are strained out. 
Heat now clear with white of egg, strain 
through flannel and color with a little cara- 
mel. Have at hand half a box of gelatin 
that has been soaked for two hours in a large 
cupful of cold water. Stir over the fire until 
the gelatin diseolves and the liquid is hot.

Hashed Turkey Heat in a saucepan the 
carcass and stuffing with water enough to 
cover it two inches deep. Cook slowly for 
two hours, strain and season with onion 
juice, chopped parsley, pepper, and salt.

Roast Terkey-——-Wash thoroughly and 
wipe dry within and without. Stuff the hol- 
low in the body, also the craw, with a force 
meat, but do not pack it in. It will ooze out 
or distend the fowl into a clumsy shape, or 
become so clammy as to bé unfit to eat. 

Sew up the body and draw the skin cover- 
ing the craw up to the neck, fastening it 
there with a cotton cord wound tightly 
around the neck bone. Bind the legs and the 

close to the body with tape or cotton 
cord. Unless the fowl! is fat, lay a few slices 
ot fat bacon or pork in the pan and the tur- 
key upon them. 

Pour a scant eupful of boiling water over it; 
put on the lid of the roaster and cook quite 
fast for fifteen minutes, afterward more 
moderately, fifteen minutes to the pound. 
Baste every half hour if you use the covered 
reaster, every ten minutes if you cook it in 
an open. dripping pan. 

Each time pour at least ten large spoon- 
fuls of gravy over the fowl. A quarter ofan 
hour before you dish it wash it all over with 
butter, pepper and salt it well, and dredge 
it with flour. Take off the cover of the roast- 
er and brown. Dish and keep warm while 
you make the gravy. 

Chop the giblets fine, rejecting the carti- 
lage: stir a spoonful of browned flour, wet 
with cold water, into the baking pan gravy, 
boil up, season to taste, add the giblets, and 
pour into a boat.

TELLS OF HARDSHIPS FELT 
BY OLD TIME WORSHIPERS. 


Philo A. Otis at First Presbyterian Me- 
morial Service Describes How People 
Had to Cross Bog in 1840. 


— 


Fort Dearborn days were described at the 
memorial eervice of the First Presbyterian 
church last evening. Each of the pastors 
since the founding of the church in 1833 was 
the subject of an address, but interest cen- 
tered in the time when the Rev. Jeremiah 
Porter conducted the first services in the 
carpenter room of Fort Dearborn and when 
Dr. John Blatchford spoke to his congrega- 
tion in the Lord's barn” at Lake and 
Clark streets. fa 

Philo A. Otis, who discussed the period 
between 1840 and 1848, told of the trip 
Dr. Blatchford to Chicago and the wreck of 
his ship at the foot of Madison street. 

“The meeting house,” he said, “ was a 
plain frame structure, forty feet long and 
twenty-five feet wide, which cost $600. In 
the spring, when the water in the ditch 
before the church made it almost inac- 
cessible, the benches from the church were 
used in crossing the slough. The only way 
people on the west side could get to church 
was by crossing the river near what is now 
Randolph street on a sort of floating bridge, 
and then skipping from one log to another 
across the swamps and bogs of the muddy 
prairie.” 

Since that time the church has occupied 
sites at Washington and Clark streets, at 
Wabash avenue and Congress street, and at 
Twenty-first street and Indiana avenue. It 
has had seven pastors before the Rev. Dr. 
John Archibald Morison, who now occupies 
the pulpit. *
